It matters not what ability in 
any line a man may have, even if 
it be the very highest, if he is not 
honest, in the opinion of ilie 
Americran people it all goes for no- 
thing. When, therefoie, some two 
years ago. Superintendent J. A. 
Gillespie, who for years had been 
at the head of the Nebraska School, 
was dismissed, and it was openly 
said that his accounts were crooked, 
those who knew him were very 
indignant. Such was their faith 
in the honest old soldier, who had 
laid down hia sabre and Spencer 
carbine, to take up the business of 
teaching the deaf, and made a world 
wide reputation, that all said: — 
"Time will show." And time has 
shown. We ask all to read the fol- 
lowing: — Mich. Mirror. 

Report of the special joint com- 
mittee of the Senate and House of 
Representatives appointed to in- 
vestigate the Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb at Omaha, while under 
the supervision of Prof. J. A. Gil- 
lespie. 

Mr. Speake'- : — The joint com- 
mittee heretofore appointed by the 
senate and hou.se at this session at 
the request of J. A. Gillespie, ex- 
superintendent of the De<if and 
Dumb Institute, at Omaha, for the 
purpose of investigating said insti- 
tute, while under the supervision 
of Mr. Gillespie, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report : 

We find that Prof. Gillespie was 
appointed by the governor of the 
Slate of Nebraska in the year 1878 
aa superintendent of the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute, he being then a 
thoroughly competent teacher of 
the deaf and dumb, having ju.st 
prior to that time been engaged for 
six veal's as a teacher in the Iowa 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
at Council Bluffs, Iowa. That at 
the time he became superintendent 
of the Nebraska Institute there were 
but thirty pupils'in attendance, and 
the methods of leaching the deaf 
and dumb then in vogue at this 
institute were very crude, and the 
school itself was in such condition 
as to require superior skill in its 
management. 

Wo further find that the various 
governors and boanlaof public lands 
and buildings, fivm 1878 up to and 
including the first term of Governor 
Holcomb, ending January lat, 1897, 
had control and were cognizant of 
the affairs of the institute and of its 
management both from an educa- 
tional and financial standpoint, and 
thai either the governors during all 
this time and the Inmrds of public 
land and buildings frequently visits 
ed this institution for the purpose 
of asc<>rtaining its mauaijerueut. 



and that during the nineteen years 
of Prof. (Tillospie's incumbency, no 
complaint was ever made by public 
officials, the pulilic pre.ss, or any 
individuals concenring the man- 
agement of the institution. 

We further find that during his 
incumbency, he introduce<l into 
the in.stitution, fnm time to time, 
many improvements, established 
industrial hrauches for the purpose 
of training children in the use of 
tools, etc. Articulation being one 
of the later methods of teaching 
the deaf, he was sent east by ilie 
stat<> of Iowa, while a teacher there, 
to study this method to introduce 
into the Iowa school. This fitted 
him particularly to introduce it into 
the Nebraska .school. This was 
carried on aa a prominent feature 
of his work dining his connection 
with the Nol^raska Institution. 

During the years 1880 to 1883, he 
began experiments of developing 
the latent hearing that remained to 
many of the deaf children. After 
having satisfied himself by these 
experiments that it was a feasible 
and possible thing, he applied to 
and received permission of the 
lioard of public lands and buildings 
to start a cla.'^s on this plan, lliis 
being a new and untried method of 
teaching the deaf. This class was 
started and was a snccess in every 
way, and the work was conliiuiod 
succeaafully until his ccmnection 
with the school was severed, to the 
extent that many children who 
came to the school as deaf mntos, 
were sent home with a fair degree 
of hearing and speech, some to 
enter the public schools. This new 
method gave him and the Nebra,>«ka 
School for the Deaf, a name and 
reputation second to none in the 
United States and Europe. Wear»> 
informed that Dr. Bell, inventor of 
the Bell telephone, made the state- 
ment that in Europe he was asked 
frequently in conne>'lion with the 
education of the deaf in America, 
of the Netiraaka acho(d and of the 
auricular method. This has be- 
come one of the acknowledged me- 
thods of instructing the deaf, and 
was first introduced in the Nebraska 
Institute l»y Pi-of. Gillespie. 

That at the time of Prof. Gilles- 
pie's discharge in 1897 in tlie Ne- 
braska Institute he stood in the fore 
front in the teaching of the deaf. 

That prior to the year 1897, this 
institution was treated by the state 
officials and l)y the pulilic as a strict- 
ly educational institution and was 
kept strictly aloof from political 
influence. 

That at the time of Prof. Gil- 
iospie was discharged from the in- 
stitution in 1807, he had so in- 
creased its efficiency that the at- 
tendance of pupils at that time 
was 160. 

That during the ninetesn years 
of his incumbency he edited and 
widely circulated what was known 
as the Afif/t' Journal: that he also 
introduced into the inaiitulion a 
carpenter shop, sewing department 
and art <tepartment, and in addi- 
tion conducted the institution 
farm. These industries were in- 
troduced and maintainetl for the 
purpose of educating the nintes in 
the various branches, and all of 
which proved eminently successful 
from an educational standp linl. 
and werealmostself-sustaiiiint; from 
a financial standpoint. 

We further find that I'rol. (.illes- 
pie filed regular biennial reports 
with the governor during his in 
cumbency, ami while there was no 
specific provisions on the statute 
authorizing him to maintain the 
industries aforesaid, the same were 
maintained by him at the request 
and with the sanction of the various 
jjovornors and board of put)lic lands 
and buildings, and approporations 
were made fivm time to lime by the 
various sessions of the legislature 
of this State to make up deficiencies 
when any occurred in maintaining 
the industries. 

We fitrther find from an exami- 
nation of expert book-keepers' re- 
ports of all the luxiks of this insti- 
tution kept during all the years 
while Mr. Gillespie was superinten- 
dent, that the total i-eceipts, out- 
side of what known jus the pupils 
acctiuiits, amounted to the sum of 
$11,8.57 71, an<l the total disburse- 
ments of all which were made for 
the use of the institution amounted 
to the sum of tl 1,684.32, leaving a 
balance due from Mr. Gillespie to 
the state of Nebraska at the time

We further find luiin ine e.xperls 
of the examination of experts who 
examined the books in which were 
kept the pupils' account, that the 
total receipts from pupils, their pa- 
rents, or guardians, during his in- 
cumtiencj amounted to $14,443.05, 
and that the total disbursements 
made for the purpose of clothing 
pupils during his incumbency am- 
ount to $14,()()t>.03, showing that the 
state on the pupils' accounts was at 
the time of his discharge indebted 
'to him in the sum of $34 (il. 

We further find that by rea.soii ot 
an investigation of the books of the 
institute orilered by the last session 
of the legislature that Mr. Gillespie 
was compelled to pay out $150.00 
for the examination by expert ac- 
countanis of his books, making a 
total owing from the .state to Mr. 
Gillespie $184.(jl ;is against $173.39 
owing to the state by Mr. Gillespie 
on all accounts, thus showing at the 
timeofSui>l.

Gillesi'ie was not permitted to be 
present at the investigation by the 
Mutz committee, neither was he 
called upon or permitted by that 
committee to explain items shown 
t\v the books of the institute. - 

Wo would not be justified in 
closing this report without stating 
to the legislature, both in justice to 
the Nebraska Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitute and to Mr. Gillespe, that in 
the judgment of this committee the 
management of the financial affairs 
of the institute during all the time of 
Supt Gillespie's incirnibency was 
conscientiously and lumsetly con- 
ducted and without any loss what- 
ever to the state, and as to Prof. 
Gillespie's conduct of the educa- 
tional features of the institute, we 
are free to say that because of his 
superior fitness for the teaching of 
the deaf and dumb, and because of 
his great attachment to hia institute, 
owning to his long term of service 
thert in, he was able to give to the 
state and to the nnfortunate mutes 
uiuler his care, most vain 
service, thus showing the iiec( - 
in a school of the character of hav- 
ing in charge persons who are pecu- 
liarly fitted by season of special 
.study to deal with and train the 
clavssof unfortunates who are taught 
at such institutions.

This related to the signing 
of the bill by President Lincoln, 
which gave the college authority to 
confer degrees. Mr. Hay was at 
that time Private Secretary to Presi- 
dent Lincoln. Mr. Hay's remarks 
were quite humorous and were 
thoroughly enjoyed by all. He 
said that it had always been his 
good fortune to live in as.sociation 
with great men, such as Presidents 
Lincoln, McKinley and Dr. Gallau- 
det. Dr. tiallaudet announced that 
the faculty had selected Mr. John 
E. Crane, Mr. James I. Sausom 
and Mr. Samuel Johnson for honor- 
ary degrees of Master of Arts. 

Somewhat of a surpris*! was 
then sprung ui)on the audience by 
the statement that followed to the 
effect that Prof. Chickering, who 
has been a member of the faculty 
for twenty-nine yeai-ft, would resign 
at the end of the present year, and 
that in consequence Mr. Herbert K. 
Day, now a teacher in the Kentucky 
School, would be elected to a profes- 
sorwliip in the College. It is stated 
that Mr. Day will spend the Sum- 
mer at Havard preparing himself to 
better discharge his new duties. 
There seems to be general satis- 
faction at this selection, but many 
deaf persons, Ijoth stu<lents and 
graduates, with whom the writ<T 
has conversed upon the subject, ex- 
I)ress regret that the selection was 
not made from among the deaf 
graduates of the college, and it may 
be added that this is expressive of 
his own feelings in reganl to the 
matter. Prof. Chickering will con- 
tinue to i-eside in Washington. 
His resignation was at the request 
of his children, who feel that he 
ought not to have such hard work 
to do at his advanced age, and who 
feel abundantly able to attend to 
all his wants themselves. 

The exercises were then closed 
with the Benediction, by Rev. 
Thomas Gallaudet. 

Immediately the gra<luatiim cIhhh 
were surrounded by their friends 
and overwhelmed with congratula- 
tions, and the visitors then were 
shown over the college, Kendall 
School and other places. 

The annual dance given in honor 
of the graduating class came off 
Friday night, in Gymnasium Hall. 

A large crowd was present and 
the affair was in every way a suc- 
cess. The decorations were pro- 
nounced the most beautiful that 
have been made in tht; old hall 
since the annual hop became a 
feature of college soc-ial functions. 
The committee is fo be congratulat- 
ed upon this fact, particularly as 
the work was done at much less 
cost than usual. 

Baseball h,»s continued to l)e an 
absorbing topic of interest among 
the students the past week, even 
in the midst of the excitement at- 
tendant upon Presentation Day and 
the Hop. We did get a game with 
Georgetown and were defeated as 
all expected, but the game was a 
great disappointment to all.

The Western Pennsylvania In- 
stitution will no doubt also get its 
usual appropriation, if it has not 
already. The sums are for the 
coming two years. They are about 
the same as those allotted two years 
ago, when a cut was made on the 
(uiginsil sums asked, as was done 
on almost every approj)riation bill 
before the Legislature. The Mt, 
Airy School used to get some $50,- 
000 more previous to that time.

A paragraph in your Chicago 
correspondence of last week, stated 
that Mr. Ilavstad was in that city 
a whole week befoi-e meeting any 
deaf-mutes, and that it was the tault 
of some one in the East, failing to 
refer him to any one in that city. 
This has suggested the idea of a 
dircu'toiy of iirominent deaf-mut(>s 
in the lar-ger cities of the West tor 
just such a purpose. In our judge- 
ment it would ire a good plain to 
get the names of three or four deaf 
per-sons, say Of ( -hicago, Pittsbiri-g, 
St. Louis, New Orleans, St. Paul 
and other cities, with their addresses 
and keep thenr on tile, say at the 
New York Institutiorr or in trhe 
JoURNAt- oftrce, and when any dis- 
tinguished foreign deaf-mutescome 
to this coiintr-y for such a purpose 
as Mr. Ilavstad did, or on merely 
a tour of sigiit.soeing <>r pleasur-e, 
and desii-ed to meet deaf in any of 
the (Mties named, they coirld be re- 
ferred to one as more of the names 
thus kept. New York should be 
the place as foreign deaf most gener- 
ally step ashore ther-e after ci'ossing 
the " big pond," and natirr-ally go 
to the institution for the deaf tor 
information, and wei-o such a dir-ee- 
tory, as suggeste<l kept there, thei-e 
would be little troulrle in directing 
them

Success, an illustrated weekly 
ptiblished in thU city, and devoted 
to science and a record of success- 
ful men, in the May 13th issue de- 
voted a whole page to sketch of 
Miller R. Hutchinson, of Mobile, 
Ala., and his " Akoulallion," for 
which it is claimed the stone deaf 
can receive sound and be taught to 
speak. The article tells of little 
more than has already been print- 
ed in the Journal, but illustr-a- 
tions show how it looks One 
shows how it can be irsed in a class, 
wines leading from the teachers' 
desk to the i>upils, only one receiv- 
ing instument being necessar-y for 
a whole class ; while two ear pieces 
are fastened lo the ears of the pu- 
pils by a head band like tho.se used 
by telephone operatoi-s. The other 
form is for general use; a battery 
can be hidden in any part of the 
clothing, running to the transmit- 
ter, which is somewhat similar to 
that of a telephone, and can be car- 
ried in the pocket and lift«tl to the 
ear as desired. 

The magazine foresees in it a 
great booir to the deaf, and volirn- 
teers to furnish information, as well 
as forward any letters to Mr. Hutch- 
inson, and as it mildly criticizes the 
(Treek name given it, any sem- 
blance of. its being an adveiMiser 
is removed. 

Incredible asit may seem to those 
of us who have been deaf for so 
many years and watched the intr-o- 
duction of other devices, all of 
which, wherever any success was 
reached, proved only of benefit fo 
those partially deaf, it does seem 
that science, aided by the many 
wonderful appliv'ationsof electr icitj" 
recently demonstrated, has at last 
reached the period many have been 
longing for. I reached this con- 
el rrsion only to-day after a conver- 
sation with Mr. Louis Morris, who 
over a year ago responded to an 
advertisement for deaf-mutes to 
have the instrument tested on them. 
Mr. Morris lost his hearing nearly 
thirty years ago, at the age of nine 
years, since which time he has been 
as deaf as they are made, and, as 
he exv>ressed it, the only thiny; he 
could hear was a cannon, or rather 
could feel it.s inrpact. He was 
educated at the Philadelphia Insti- 
tution, and is a very intelligent 
young men; having lived in this 
city ever since his graduation, and 
is one of the "every t)ody that 
know every body" in deaf circles. 
With him was Mr. Sharp, equally 
deaf, who came to this country f ro-n 
England some ten years ago, and 
in Mr. Hutchinson's room they met 
another deaf man, a graduate of 
the Lexington Avenue Scho 1. 

As Mr. Morris related it, he at 
f^rst felt somewhat skeptical, and 
first elicited the assurance from Mr. 
Hutchinson that the instrrrment 
would not injure himself physical- 
ly in any way. Then placing the 
transmitter to his ear, he began to 
hear sorrnds as of voices he had 
h(>artl so many year's ago, but he 
could not quite distinguish them. 
He asked Mr. Hutchinson, who was 
speaking in an ordinary tone to 
raise his voice. "No need of it," 
replied Mr. Hutchinson, who then 
turned a lever, and resumed si>eak- 
ing in his ordinary tone. The 
word* were now louder, and Mr. 
Morr-is was able to hear and repeat 
his name, " New York City," and 
other commonplace wor-ds ; as was 
the case with the other two. They 
wei-e able to hear distinctly the 
tunes of a piano in another room, 
and even Mr. Hutchinsoh . when 
talking to other people in the room. 
Mr. Hutchinson, to satisfy himself 
that he was not being imposed on, 
had all the three of the deaf ex- 
arnine<l by physicians, who after an 
examination, declared all thre(> 
stone deaf. A pecirliarity about it 
was, said Mr. Morris, that after us- 
ing the instrument and going out 
into the street, he heard the rum- 
bling noises of the cars, trucks and 
shrill blasts of factory whistles, but 
which gradually died away in the 
<H)urse of a couple of days. He of- 
fert>d it as his private opinion that 
one who uses the Akoulallion for 
several months might finally be 
able to do without it altogether, but 
Mr. Ilutchiirson does not put forth 
any such claims. After being used 
on several occasion to demonstrate 
its genuineness to capitalists, Mr. 
Hutchinson went back South, pr-o- 
mising to write to Mr. Morris fre- 
quently. He has done so, with the 
exception of that period covering 
the Spanish War, when Mr. Hirtch- 
inson was in the employ of the 
government as electrician of the 
IT. S. Light House Establishment. 
His last letter stated that he wivs 
coining fo this city, and is pi-obably 
h«r« by this time, and Mr. Morris 



is daily awaiting word for him for 
an appointment. 

W^hen Mr. Morris tested the 
Akoulallion it was in it crude shape, 
since which time it has been im- 
pr-oved and reduced in size, and he 
believes it is now the success that is 
claimed for it, inasmuch as over 
one hundi'cd prrpilsof tie Alabama 
school for the deaf tr-ied it and not 
one failed to hear lotrd conversa- 
tional tones at a distance varying 
from fifteen to twenty feet, and 
Supt. .lohnson. Principal McAloney 
and other teachers, witnessed it and 
believe that after practising and 
getting accustomed to sounds and 
pronunciations, will be able to Itear 
and understand any conversation, 
music or arry noise. 

Mr. L. Morris is not a " green- 
horn, " but as slirewd as any city 
chap, and if a stranger asks him the 
time of the day, instead of taking 
out his watch, he points to a cku^k 
in the nearest store. He has seen 
"ear-drums" and smiled; tested 
the " andiphone, " tlie " earphone. " 
sized up the "healers," read of the 
new discoveries, heard of the in- 
haler's, peru.sed ihe accounts of 
" mir-acles, " " wonderful cures, " 
etc., and never yet paid out a dollar, 
but he pins his faith in the Akou- 
lallion — for ln> /i((,s heiir'd with it 
He had kept it a secr-et for a year 
and four mouths, because the in- 
verrtor had requested him to until 
he had secured patents irr all coun- 
tries of the wor'ld, and because he 
wanted to surprise his friends with 
the fivst insti'ument puicha.seable, 
but now that Mr. Hutchinson has 
the backing, and patonis pending, 
and has given the matter publicity, 
Mr. Morris feels ))t libei'ty to talk, 
but " not for publication, " as he 
requested of me; but I know it was 
> nly modesty on his part in making 
the request. 
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Rev. Mr. A. W. Mann jrave a 
lecture on his trip abr-oad, in the 
Guild Rooms of St. Ann's Chur-ch, 
Monday evening of last week. 
About forty of the deaf were tlicr*e, 
and felt well entertained, for Rev. 
Mr. Mann has a way of relating 
thirrgs that interests his airdienct's. 
He is a rapid talker, which is what 
the deaf like, as the dull monotony 
during pauses t>etween words is en- 
tirely eliminated. 

The Nciv York Journal is gt':t- 
ling up a century run for Saturday, 
June 17th, that will be over about 
the same corrrse as the Kvenimj 
Telegram's last Fall, or what is 
better known as the "Century 
Road Clrrb's course." I. N. So|)er 
and some others contemplate sen\l- 
ing in their names this week. Ap- 
plication blanks are found in the 
Journal, and have to he ac- 
companied by an enlr-ance fee of 
one dollar. Capt. Staubach, of the 
8th Regiment, N. Y. V., will act 
as captain. Those of the deaf who 
wish to join, should give the name 
of " Silent Wheelmen," in order to 
got in the same division, and the 
sooner they join the better, for- 
there will l»c about ten divisions, 
and the first and last from two to 
three hour-s apart.
